FACTS ABOUT PALOS VERDES
(Lomlta News Letter)

Here are a few of tne "punches" 
made by Mr. Morrow of the Palos 
Verdes project at Saturday night's 
meeting:

There will be an "Art Jury" who 
will design all buildings free of 
charge. Their advice and experi­ 
ence will add comfort to your new 
home and save expense.

Callfornians do not buy land. 
They let the farmers of Iowa and 
Illinois .come out and grab it up.

Palos Verdes will be sold for 
$312 per acre to the underwriters. 
This acreage represents the last 
cheap land In California. When 
that's gone there is no more.

The Palos Verdes estate is 10,000 
acres, twenty-five miles in area.

Eleven thousand acres are under 
cultivation, producing abundant 
crops of beans, cucumbers and let­ 
tuce, being rented to Japanese truck 
farmers on year to year lease, 
much of it $25 per annum per acre.

Its fourteen miles of sea coast is 
one of the largest stretches of un­ 
improved sea coast on the Pacific 
coast with a southern frontage.

It has a wonderful climate pecu­ 
liar to itself. The ocean depth off 
its cosstr-tf in excess of 2000 feet, 
and this deep body of water not 
changing its temperature, the var­ 
iation of temperature between win­ 
ter and summer along its coast is 
eight degrees.

The wind 'velocities on the Palos 
Verdes estates are but one-half 
those of the flat lands of Greater 
Los Angeles on its short side.
